V/hen I have written you in the past it has been to encourage you or 
someon ; in the Senators trust to inf ora yourself of the fact A have relating 
to the assassination of .President Kennedy and to suggest that this serves 
tho Senators interest. I have never asked anything for myself and 1 do not now. 

I have also suggested that you should be familiar with the record in a 
"Freedom of Information” law suit I filed in 1970. It and one about to go to 
tho Supreme Court on cert are for non-secret evidence that lias been suppressed. 

To the best of ny knowledge and with respect to some to my certain know- 
ledge nobody speaking for the Kennedy family ever asked tliat this be suppressed. 
However, it its the popular and the official mythology tint tho contrary is 
true. If you recall what 1 wrote you prior to Burke Marshall’s granting access 
to some of tbh autopsy materials, you should recall that I predicted quite 
accurately that tills would bo misused to show tint the iwDnnedy family was 
responsible lor that suppression. If you would like, I can give you copies 
of two official solicitations, both unsolicited, for me to apply to 3 ee tills 
material. I refused for the reason given, not lack of interest. 

I have no way of knowing whether there will be any attention to this 
current suit when the petition is filed. If it is reported, I suppose there 
is always tiie possibility that the Senator will be blame;.; for tills suppression 
ox which I am confident he knows nothing. It is for an entirely non— secret 
testing of some of the evidence. The results only are secret and it is the 
results only that I seek. 

Is it not really time for someone on whom the Senator depends to be 
asking himself why tills kind of material is being kept secret and why the 
government goes to all tills trouble to keep it secret? Bo you suppose for 
a minute tnat if this test proved what it is alleged to prove it would not 
have been hippo drtaed rather than suppressed. 

Wo responsible writing not in accord with the official mythology lias 
much prospect of publication in tills country. 1 have just prepared an article 
i am sending to my agent in London dealing with the secret relationship I had 
with tire late Senator Rusoell on this subject. il o did not believe some of the 
conclusions of the CoKirisaion of vdiich ha was the senior member and had serious 
doubts about others. He made a record of this just prior to the release of 
the Report. He was shacked when I put in his liands proof of the destruction 
of the record, he had thought he had made of his disbelief and doubts. Tills 
proof is beyond questioning. It was all done inside the Commission and in 
advance because it was known that he was forcing a showdown. To his dying day 
Senator Russell encouraged me to continue my investigations and regretted 



that it was not then possible for him to bo active in it. aside from his 
heavy Senatorial responsibilities you aay recall that he had emphysema 
and then an inoperable cancer, This is embodied in correspondence. it does 
not depend on ray representation of what he told me in person, although I 
think tiiat also oiiould interest you. 

Again I do not know whether this writing will be published or, if it 
is, whether it will attract any attention. If it doeo attract attention, 

I do think you should know in advance that it can. I oiiould know if it 
is to be published. 

After I gave thin proof to Senator Russell - and 1 had dozens of 
additional pages of evidence labelled 'lop Secret" ho did not require - 
he broke a long turd close friendship with Lyndon •'ohnson. 

If you have any questions, you need only ask me. I ask only that 
you not ilisclose the content of wirat I aa trying to get published. 

There appears to be no publishing interest in this country in wliat 
aiight make a clear record regarding your Senator or the late Robert 
Kennedy and what they did and did not do during the investigation of the 
assassination of the President. Before the tenth aimiversary Esquire was 
irr touch with me. I offered them the chapter of an unprinted book dealing 
with this. It is titled Hades, Hot Canelot. They never responded. They 
knew tiiat it proved the opposite of Kennedy suppression so they would not
